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FOREWORD 


More  than  one  hundred  families  of  vascular  plants,  including  about 
one  thousand,  four  hundred  and  fifty  species  and  subspecific  taxa ,  are 
listed  in  this  catalog.   Though  years  in  preparation,  the  list  is  still 
growing  and  taxonomic  changes  continue.   At  this  point,  current  revisions 
have  had  to  cease  in  order  that  editing  and  publication  may  take  place. 
Such  a  catalog  is,  however,  an  ongoing  project.   It  is  intended  that 
revised  editions  will  be  published  from  time  to  time. 

This  book  should  prove  useful  to  botanists,  both  professional  and 
amateur,  and  to  persons  and  agencies  involved  with  ecological  studies 
and  fand  management  in  the  Pacific  Northwest. 

To  improve  future  editions  of  this  catalog,  its  users  are  invited 
to  contribute  from  their  knowledge  and  experience.

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INTRODUCTION 

More  than  forty  years  have  passed  since  a  list  of  the  plant  species 
of  this  unique  area  was  last  compiled.  Numbers  of  new  species  have  been 
collected  and  many  plant  names  have  undergone  change. 

The  Olympic  Peninsula  is  somewhat  in  the  nature  of  an  island, 
isolated  from  time  to  time  by  glacial  ice  or  salt  water  on  three  sides. 
It  has  a  degree  of  floral  independence  from  influences  of  the  adjoining 
mainland,  which  makes  an  understanding  of  its  regional  characteristics 
desi  rable. 

There  is  no  orderly  north-to-south  pattern  of  ridges  in  the  Olympic 
Mountains  as  in  the  Cascades.   The  floral  zones  are  more  broken  and 
complex. 

The  Olympics  contain  some  sixty  peaks  and  ridges  reaching  to  more 
than  6,000  feet  (1,800  meters),  of  which  many  exceed  7,000  feet  (2,100 
meters).   None  of  these  is  more  than  thirty  miles,  and  many  are  less 
than  twelve  miles  from  salt  water.   Mountains  of  this  stature,  intercepting 
the  prevailing  ocean  winds,  produce  great  variations  in  the  rainfall 
pattern.   For  example,  Mt.  Olympus  receives  twenty  feet  of  precipitation 
annually,  while  Sequim,  only  thirty-four  miles  eastward,  has  less  than 
seventeen  inches.   These  extreme  differences  in  elevation  and  rainfall, 
in  so  small  an  area,  create  a  wide  variety  of  habitats  and  result  in 
complex  plant  distributions. 

During  periods  of  extreme  climatic  stress,  as  in  glacial  eras,  the 
diversity  of  habitats  on  the  Olympic  Peninsula  may  have  enabled  some 
plants  to  survive  in  refugia,  as,  for  example,  some  of  our  endemic 
species.   The  presence  of  numbers  of  disjunct  plants  poses  a  series  of 
interesting  questions  of  phyto-hi story .   A  case  in  point  is  the  question 
of  why  there  are  on  the  Peninsula  numerous  east-of-the-Cascades  species, 
such  as  Picea  engelmannii  and  Astragalus  microcystis,  which  are  otherwise 
generally  absent  from  western  Washington. 

A  first  step  toward  understanding  the  flora  of  the  Olympic  Peninsula, 
with  all  its  diversity,  complexity,  and  intriguing  history,  would  seem 
to  be  the  identifying  and  ranging  of  the  plants:   hence,  this  catalog. 

PROCEDURE  FOLLOWED 

We  define  the  Olympic  Peninsula  as  consisting  of  the  land  lying 
north  of  the  Chehalis  River  and  the  southern  reach  of  Puget  Sound,  with 
the  exception  of  the  Kitsap  Peninsula.   This  constitutes  an  area  of 
almost  6,000  square  miles. 

In  compiling  the  catalog  we  began  with  those  plants  cited  in  A_ 
Botanical  Survey  of  the  Olympic  Peninsula  (G.  N.  Jones,  University  of 
Washington  Press,  1 936) .   This  very  excellent  pioneering  study  was 
compared  with  Vascular  Plants  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  (Hitchcock, 
Cronquist,  Ownbey,  and  Thompson,  University  of  Washington  Press,  5 
vols.,  1955-1969)  in  order  to  update  nomenclature  and  to  add  plants 


reported  in  this  more  recent  work.   C.  V.  Piper's  Flora  of  the  State  of 
Washington  (G.P.O.,  1 906)  was  consulted  for  additional  specific  range 
data  and  for  assistance  in  several  problems  of  synonymy. 

In  the  case  of  taxa  not  included  in  the  above  references,  we  have 
consulted  Hulten's  Flora  of  Alaska  and  Neighboring  Territories  (Stanford 
University  Press,  1963)  and  Gray's  Manual  of  Botany,  Eighth  Edition 
(Fernald,  Amer.  Book  Col.,  1950) .   Also  useful  and  frequently  consulted 
were  the  Publ icat ions  i  n  Natural  Hi  story,  both  the  Handbook  Series  and 
the  Occasional  Paper  Series,  of  the  British  Columbia  Provincial  Museum 
in  Victoria. 

For  both  Latin  and  English  names  we  have  relied,  wherever  possible, 
onFlora  of  the  Pacific  Northwest  (Hitchcock  and  Cronquist,  University 
of  Washington  Press,  197^0 . 

INFORMATION  INCLUDED 


Range 

The  diagrammatic  map  indicates  the 
sectors  of  the  Peninsula  used  in  deter- 
mining range  data.   (The  shaded  area 
approximates  the  Subalpine  and  Alpine 
zones) . 

Compass  directions,  as  indicated 
on  the  map,  are  given  in  lower  case 
letters.   All  ranges  are  applied  in  a 
clockwise  direction.   For  example, 
"ne-nw"  means  "from  northeast  around 
the  Peninsula  in  a  clockwise  manner  to 
the  northwest"  (thus  omitting  the  north 
side).   The  letter  "c"  has  been  used  to 
indicate  the  central  sector.   For  those 
plants  found  throughout  the  area  we 
have  used  "gen"  to  indicate  a  general, 
but  not  necessarily  abundant 
d  i  str i but  ion. 


Vegetation  Zones 

All  zones  are  indicated  by  upper  case  letters:   L  =  Lowland, 
M  =  Montane,  S  =  Subalpine,  and  A  =  Alpine.   These  designations  refer  to 
altitudinal  ranges  within  which  particular  plants  are  found.   In  general, 
the  Lowland  zone  ranges  from  sea  level  to  about  2,000  feet  (600  meters), 
the  Montane  from  2,000  to  about  3,500  feet  (1050  meters),  the  Subalpine 
from  3,500  feet  to  timberline,  and  the  Alpine  zone  from  timberline 
upward.   It  is  worthy  of  note  that  many  plants  descend  to  lower  elevations 
on  the  western  side. 


Habitat 

Some  plants  are   quite  specific  in  their  preference  for  a  certain 
environment,  though  not  always  restricted  to  it.   Where  space  has 
permitted,  these  preferences  have  been  indicated  as  follows: 

Water  -  submersed,  floating,  or  emergent,  but  not  on  land. 

Wet  -  all  kinds  of  wet  land,  including  seepages 

Bog  -  referring  to  sphagnum  bogs 

Moi  s  t  -  ioil  whicn  is  damper  than  average. 

Meadow  -  referring  to  meadows  near  or  above  timberline. 

Pra  i  r  i  e   -    unforested  areas  at  low  elevations  not  caused  by  mowing, 
p lowi  ng ,  or  logg  i  ng . 

Forest    -   wooded  areas  with  natural  undergrowth. 

Dry      -    unusually  dry  areas. 

Shore    -    salt  water  margins  only. 

Seacl iff-    restricted  to  seaward  exposures,  ocean  and  straits. 

cliffs  other  than  seacl iffs. 

rock  or  rock  rubble. 

other  than  shores  and  beaches. 

sand  areas  on  or  near  shores.
